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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Upon further consideration and detaij analysis of the pending claims of the 
present application, the indicated allowability of the claims 20-21 is hereby withdrawn 
and a rejection on the merit of the noted claims is set forth below. 

2. Claims 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 20, lines 3 and 5, it is not clear to what the "first circuit" and the "second 
circuit" refer to? 

In the same claim, at line 12, the recited language "stopping an operation of the 
second circuit" is incomplete because it is not clear in response to what signal the 
operation of the second signal is stopped. 

In claim 21, line 10, the recited language "stopping a data readout operation of 
the VRAM" is incomplete because it is not clear in response to what signal the data read 
out operation of the VRAM is stopped. 

The last recited language in both claims 20 and 21 is choppy because is not 
interconnect in a coherent manner to the rest of the recited limitations in the noted 
claims, thus, rendering both claims vague, indefinite and incomplete. Correction and/or 
clarification is required. 
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3. Further, it appears that applicants are trying to claim a power saving feature as 
described in pages 19-21 of the specification. Therefor, it appears that in order for 
display device to properly function/operate to display information and at the same time 
save power, first the source signal driving is stopped and then the picture signal 
processing circuit(2407) and the VRAM(241 1) as specified at pages 19-21 of the 
specification. Thus, claimed inventions of claims 20-21 would be inoperable to display 
information as claimed. It is suggested that the claims should be amended in line of the 
noted points in order to be placed in allowable condition. 

4. Claims 1-16, 26-72, 75, 76, 79, 80, 85, 90 and 91 are allowed.
